hazing to child abuse

Hazing incidents that took place 
last summer at Camp Wakuta were 
found to be “reportable acts of 
child abuse" in a report released 
Wednesday by the state Department 
of Education, In addition, depart- 
ment investigators found that 
copies of the hazing laws were not 
distributed to members of the 
Wilmington High football team 
prior to camp nor did the athletes 
have a clear understanding of the 
hazing laws, a significant fact since 
"upperclassmen were placed in 
charge of each of the student cabins 
at the football camp." 

The report is the result of a 
complaint filed by local resident 
Anne Linehan on December 4, In 
her complaint, Linehan claimed the 

“Wilmington School System was not 
in compliance with the state's anti- 
hazing laws. The report upheld 
Linehan's charge after state 
officials interviewed various school 
administrators, five football 
coaches, several football players, 
and school committeemen, and 
members of the police department 
on January 8. 

The report pointed out areas of 
compliance and noncompliance, as 
well as problem areas which may 
have contributed to’ the hazing 
incidents. The repory states, though 
staff members are under a mandate 
to report hazing incidents, they 
failed to report them to the 
Department of Social Services 
when they first learned hazing took 
place. The report also gives other 
examples of non-compliance: 

* The high school handbook, 
which contains a copy of the anti- 
hazing law, was not distributed to 
every student until the end of last 
October, 

+ Prior to the fall of 1992, copies 
of the hazing laws were not 
distributed to secondary school 
students, and school Administrators 
did not receive written acknow- 
ledgement of that distribution from 
the designated officer of each 
school team, organization, and 
group as required. 

+ While there is evidence that the 
athletic director and coaching staff 
advised students "generally" about 
proper behavior at camp, they did 
not meet the law's requirements. 

+ Observors of the hazing 
incidents did not report them to an 
appropriate law enforcement offi- 
cial as required by law. 

Under “problem areas" the report 
focuses on the following key 
poi.its: 

* There is evidence indicating, 
that in recent years prior to 1992, 
underclassmen at the camp were 
subjected to actions by upper- 
classmen “that were on the 
borderline of the legal definition of 
hazing. While not clearly acts of 
hazing, the acceptance of these 
behaviors increased the possibilities 
for more serious harrassment to 
occur,” 

* Most of the staff directly 
responsible for the camp "did not 
have a clear understanding of the 

+ hazing laws, and did not consider 
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the acts that occurred at the camp 
to be hazing." 

+ "While many of the hazing 
incidents took place during the day 
in between practises, some hazing 
incidents also took place at night 
when there was no staff 
supervision,” 

+ One borderline hazing incident 
that occurred at the 1992 camp 
"should have generated concerns 
about potential further and more 
serious acts of hazing, and 
indicated to staff that additional 
supervision might be-warranted,” 

+ The principal was not involved 
with the planning for the football 
camp nor was he interviewed by 
the superintendent prior to issuance 
of the appeals decision as he should 
have been. "Given the serious 
nature of the hazing that took 
place, the justification for the 
former superintendent's appeals 
decisions is unclear.” 

+ Some observors of the hazing 
were not recommended for 
discipline. The justification was if 
they had reported what they had 
seen, they would have been in 
"danger." 

+ The offer of counseling services 
for students, through the special 
needs department, was 
"inadequate." "Particular attention 
should have been paid to providing 
off-site counseling intervention to 
the primary perpetrators of the 
hazing, as per the high school 
principal's recommendation, and 
the victims 

+ Once the hazing incidents 
became public, the © school 
committee should have discussed 
fully its role as policy-makers, 
including the role of the hi 
school, to ensure compliance with 
the law and to find out why the 
district had not complicd with the 
law, 

The report states that the system 
has come into compliance with all 
requirements of the law since the

Members of the Sewer Financing 
Advisory Committee are close to 
agreement on an article for 
Wilmington's annual town meeting 
spelling out a funding formula for 
future sewer projects. 

On Monday, members agreed to 
the need to change the current 
legislation, which authorizes the 
town to charge up to 50 percent of 
a project's cost to scwer users in 
the form of betterments. In addi- 
tion, members agreed to the need

Under the complaint process, 
both Linchan and the school 
superintendent have until February 
12 to appeal the report's findings 
If the school system accepts the 
report's findings and intends to 
comply with them, the 
superintendent must notify the 
Department of Education by 
February 26. 

The Department of Education 
ruled that the Wilmington system 
should distribute the handbook to 
all students in September, make 
sure copies of the anti-hazing law 
are distributed through coaches and 
advisors to each student participant 
at the beginning of the school year, 
and clarify the disciplinary 
consequences for hazing to assure 
that both perpetrators and 
observors of future incidents will 
be subject to discipline. The 
department also suggested the town 
provide professional development 
on the hazing laws to staff 
members; the high school principal 
be involved in all decisions 
involving students, including 
activities of all teams; and the 
superintendent meet with the 
principal when he receives a 
disciplinary appeal from a parent 

Linehan told this paper she was 
satisfied with the report. 

"The report speaks for itself and 
is only as good as the action of the 
school committee and the 
superintendent. I have every faith 
they will follow through on the 
recommendations,” she said

Recall effort goes 
down in flames

Wilmington's first recall went 
down in defeat Tuesday as residents 
voted more than two to one to keep 
school committee members Linda 
McMenimen and Dr. Shirley Callan 
in office 
A total of 3,843 citizens, two less 
than in last April's election, braved 
the cold Tuesday to cast their vote. 
Of that total, 2,544 were against the 
recall of Dr. Callan and 2,607 were 
against the recall of McMenimen; 
1,146 favored the recall of Dr. 
Callan and 1,058 supported the

Election 
heats up

The race for eight open seats on 
Wilmington town boards is heating 
up. Twelve candidates have already 
taken out nomination papers for the 
April 17 election, 

The hottest race so far seems to be 
for two three-year seats on the 
board of selectmen. In the running 
are incumbent Mark Haldane of 
Arlene Avenue, Diane Allan of 
Corey Avenue, Tony Capuano of 
Ring Avenue, John Lynch of 
Cushing Drive, Bruce MacDonald 
of West Street, and Tom Siracusa of 
Edward Road. 

There are three seats up for grabs 
on the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee; two for three year terms and 
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one for two years, In the contest are 
incumbent Peggy Kane of Hanover 
Street and Vincent Diecidue of 
Beeching Avenue. 

In the race for one five year seat 
on the housing authority are Charles 
Fiore Jr. of Third Avenue and 
Judson Miller of Cedar Street. 
Seeking re-election to one five year 
seat and one two year seat on the 
redevelopment authority are incum- 
bents Sidney Kaizer of Couage 
Avenue and Dennis Volpe of Reed 
Street. 

Residents have until February 25 
to take out papers. Candidates must 
then obtain signatures from at least 
50 registered voters and turn in the 
Papers by the March 1 deadline. 
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there needed to be some specific 
guidelines covering all projects. 

Chairman George Allan noted 
that surrounding towns don't seem 
to have as many legal restraints as 
Wilmington in paying for the 
construction of sewers. He pointed 
out that the town gets two benefits 
from sewers: a general benefit such 
as trunk lines, interceptors, and 
pumping stations that the whole 
town benefits from, and a specific 
benefit in the form of laterals that 
come down a homeowner's street 
making it possible for him to hook 
into the sewer system. 

Some, like Town Manager Mi- 
chael Caira and Ring Avenue resi- 
dent Tony Capuano, felt it's only 
fair to share some of the burden 
through the tax rate since sewers 
protect the town's groundwater and 
reportedly benefit all. 

"I don't think we should tie down 
how the town's share is to be paid,” 
said Allan, He proposed” voters 
make that decision each time a 
sewer project comes up for a vote 
al town meeting so a project can be 
adapted to the times and a par- 
ticular situation. 

Arthur Spear disagreed. He said 
he favors some guidelines other- 
wise pressure groups at town meet- 
ing could unfairly influence a vote. 

Park Street resident Bob Cronan 
went along with Spear saying “to 
leave it wide-open is courting 
disaster.” He later suggested the 
general benefit cost go on the se- 
wer rate so sewer users would bear 
the greater cost. Caira argued that, 
under that scenario, costs would 


recall of McMenimen. 

On hand at town hall after the 
polls closed were the winning 
candidates as well as their opponents 
Bob Surran and Suzanne Spiris 
Rooney. None of the candidate votes 
were tallied by election workers 
since the election had failed. Kathi 
Gillis and Selectmen Dan Ballou, 
who led the fight to recall the two 
board members, could not be 
located in the crowd, 

The successful incumbents were 
jubilant when the results were 
announced a little after 9 p.m. They

fall right back on the same people 
who are bearing the burden now. 

Paul Niman, superintendent of 
the Water and Sewer Department, 
suggested working out a bylaw that 
would c! define the method of 
payment rather than relying on 
legislation. 

"It's never going to fecl equitable 
to everyone in every neighbor- 
hood," said member Joan 
O'Rourke, who favors sewers. 

When Capuano argued that he 
preferred to first get all MWRA 
towns together to mect with that 
agency to sce where the rates are 
going and how to reduce the costs 
for hard-pressed homeowners, 
O'Rourke argued, “we have to 
have something in place for when 
the time's right." Others said while 
they favor Capuano's suggestion, 
the committee's only purpose is to 
come up with an equitable formula 
that will stand the test of time. 

Capuano still targeted 
MWRA 

"I got burnt with sewerage. If 
you have a septic system you're not 
going to hook to sewers. People 
don't want to increase their cost of 
living,” said Capuano. Later he 
added industries should pick up 
more of the cost because they have 
more money. 

While some favored a flat fee to 
users, perhaps based on the cost of 
an eight inch lateral, Caira main- 
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attributed their win to the out- 
pouring of support from a silent 
majority 

"You were all there when it really 
counted; we won't let you down,” 
promised Callan. 

"Truly we've been vindicated 
tonight," added McMenimen, who 
was overwhelmed at one point by a 
bouquet of red, white, and blue 
balloons with the word "integrity" 
printed on one. 

Callan told this paper, "I love my 
town and I'm proud of it." She later 
added the best part of the election is 
that it shows people do care about 
youngsters in this community. 

In answer to a question on how to 
begin the healing process, Mc- 
Menimen noted,” We have to begin 
healing as a school board and a 
town," 

Both Surran and Rooney praised 
the recall process that allowed 
voters to have the final say. 

“We went through the democratic 
process.The main thing we have to 
do now is get behind the new 
superintendent and put the whole 
thing behind us," Surran told the 
Town Crier. He added "we had a 
huge turnout of people that got 
involved; I hope the level of support 
slays up.” 

"At least the election gave a 
message that this process can 
happen," said Rooney. She went on

ABOUT STATE TAX 
REFUNDS 

So you overpaid your state taxes 
and got a refund check, Now 
what?

Cable's expanding impact

Elections in Wilmington will never be the same. 

Tuesday's recall election was a landmark in more ways than 
one. Besides being the town's first recall election, it was the first 
time that candidates or advocates used cable television. 

The change came about because of what has been going on at the 
Swain School. It's called Wilmington Community Television, or 
WCTV. The medium has been with us for a few years now, but 
things are changing. People are discovering that they can produce 
their own programs. 

For only a $10 membership fec, residents can join WCTV and 
learn how to produce television programs. And while the 
programs may not rival the Superbowl in audience or budget, the 
impact locally is certainly measurable. 

Last week, 4 locally-produced program became controversial 
when it delved into the matter of the hazing incident and the 
recall election. "In Search of Excellence" is produced by Cheryl 


Soderquist and Sandy Curtin, two local women who have been 
producing their own local program for the past year and a half, 


As the recall election approached, they decided to put together a 


program on the issue. They drew on the station's library of tapes 
of public meetings of the school committee and the selectmen, and 
took a look at the student handbook and the state hazing law. 


Reaction to the program was almost instantaneous. 
Cathy Gillis, a leader of the recall effort, charged that the 


program was biased, and that the station had a policy against

' The Department of Education's report revealing the Wilmington 
.School Department's lack of compliance with the state's hazing law 
‘should anger every citizen who cares about children. 

The state spent almost two months investigating a complaint filed 
by Anne Linehan. The report is objective, listing both areas of 
compliance and non-compliance. It is also a damaging assessment of 
a town and coaching staff that turned its backs on prior acts of 
hazing, as well as an indictment of certain adults who did 
everything in their power to play down the August hazing 
incidents. These were the same incidents that the state labeled 
“reportable acts of child abuse" and our own chief of police called 
"indecent assault." 

The most disturbing part of the report is a section called 
"Problem Areas." This section targets the lack of supervision at 
Camp Wakuta and the decision to put upperclassmen in charge of 
each cabin. It notes staff at the camp did learn about one incident 
during the week, but chose to do nothing to increase supervision. It 

‘points out some observors were in "danger" and so did not report 
what happened to the authorities. It notes that, in Wilmington, the 
athletic director reports diréctly to the superintendent and not the 
high school principal, which left Principal Paul Fleming with no 
authority to respond to two acts of intimidation that occurred once 
the hazing became public. The report points to "imperfections" in 
the appeals process used by former Supt. Bill Fay and urges that 
Fleming, in the future, be more directly involved. 

The investigation revealed that neither the athletes nor the coaches 
c 10d the hazing laws. More telling, the coaching staff

parents, but that offer, says the report, was "inadequate." Fay's 
letter included a tear off sheet to be returned to the athletic 
department should any student wish to go through counseling in the 
special needs department. How much more appropriate — and less 
intimidating — it would have been to offer counseling through an 
outside agency without the presence of the coaching staff. 

In summation, the state's report outlines a scenario that clearly 
encouraged the hazing. We now know that hazing occurred many 
times in the past. Yet few students or parents at that time came 
forward. And those that tried to were ridiculed or worse.This time 
only one resident, Anne Linehan, had the guts to say "no more.” 
When no one paid attention to her charges, she took them right to 
the department of education and made them listen. > 

School committeeman Linda McMenimen went out on a limb in 
August when she grilled Coach Ed Harrison and others to assure 
there would be ho hazing at camp. It's no wonder she was angered 
when she first learned hazing did occur. Shirley Callan was 
criticized publicly for calling the incidents acts of child abuse. Yet 
the department of education used the exact same words in its report. 

There is something wrong with a town that makes scapegoats of 
two school board members for speaking their minds — but refuses 
to administer more than a slap on the wrist to perpertrators and 
coaches alike. A crime has been committed, but the impact has yet 
to sink in, There were some serious errors in judgement, but those 
who made them were not truly held for their actions; 
Youngsters were hurt, but the victims as well as the perpetrators 
have yet to be helped. In a sense, ithis community, for the past few 
months, was more concerned with sweeping the whole mess under 
the rug than facing it squarely and righting the wrongs. 

As the’ dust settles on Tuesday's recall election we all look 
forward to putting the hazing behind us. But that can only be done 
if the school committee follows the recommendations in the report, 
politics are kept out of the school system, and good people refuse 
to be silent ever again. Hopefully, the lessons learned this time 
around will never be forgotten.

In the past, the station's board of directors had rejected an offer 
by Town Crier columnist Kevin Sowyrda to broadcast live 
coverage from the polls on election night. The board felt it would 
be "too political.” 

Well, the board has a few new faces and has learned a lot, 
especially about the First Amendment. 

"We've learned that public access is really public access," said 
WCTV President Michael Niestepski. "We're the highway for the 
people. We don't tell you what kind of car to drive." 

The only restrictions about what WCTV will broadcast are that 
it has to be non-commercial with no obscenity. Other than that, 
the only limitation is the ability to produce a tape that can be used 
on the air. WCTV will not tape the show for you, but they will 
Qn Thursday night, 48 hours after seeing the Curtin- Soderquist 
program, Cathy Gillis was watching her own tape on WCTV. She 
had avery quick education in what community cable TV is all 
about. On Thursday, she recorded a tape, and it was aired. 

That tape was the first of its type on Wilmington cable, Many 
people just didn't know that the option was open for broadcasting 
their own tape. 

This in fact is a major complaint that Cathy Gillis has. "The way 
they advertised themselves, I never believed I could put anything 
political on TV," she said. She also charged that she did not have 
equal access, since she did not have access to the equipment. She 
had to find someone with a camcorder to record her message. 

In the future, probably the immediate future, local candidates 
will be taking advantage of the technology at hand, Viewers — 
those who subscribe to cable — will have a choice between 
watching their favorite prime time show or their neighbor who's 
running for selectman. 

At this point, the WCTV board is working to formulate 
guidelines for candidates’ use of the medium. 

There are plenty of possibilities beyond the political, as. well. 
Have an idea for a TV show? Want to be a star — even if it is just 
on the local screen? Then WCTV has a deal for you. Maybe you'd 
like to learn how to do video editing or camera operation. You 
can do that, too. 

The era of community cable television promises to change the 
local political landscape as much as network television did the 
national political scene.

School has taken on an inter- 
national flavor in Jane Shepherd's 
French and Spanish classes ever 
since a special phone modem was 
installed in her classroom at the 
North Intermediate School. The 
modem, says Principal Mike Tiko- 
noff, allows Shepherd to have access 
to the entire world, 

"It's really exciting. I've outfitted 
her with the neccessary technolo- 
gies. Her classroom is now the 
prototype classroom of the future,” 
explains the principal. 

Besides the modem, the telecom- 
munications system includes an 
Apple IIgs computer, an Apple Ile 
computer for word processing and 
maintaining databases, a printer, 
anda 19-inch color TV. 


innovative system. Though she's 
been a foreign language teacher 
since 1975, she took a few years off 
to work at Raytheon and obtain a 
Masters Degree in computers from 
Revere College in Nashua. Shep- 
herd worked with Compuserve, a 
system used by professionals, and is 
a charter member of America on 
Line, a computer network which 
allows schools and people all over 
the United States to talk to one 
another electronically. In fact, 
Shepherd used her personal account 
with America on Line to hook up 
the North with approximately 15 
other schools until CNN came up 
with some financial support for the 
bulk of the on-line charges. In 
addition to America on Line, the 
school can access Le Minitel, a

computer network in France pro- 
vided by the French government. 

To use the system, America on 
Line software is loaded into the 
computer and students use a code 
name to sign on. The local call goes 
through to Lowell and is forwarded 
to America on Line in Virginia. The 
password allows the students to 
enter a large office space with a 
bulletin board for messages and 
mailboxes along one wall. 

"It's all done electronically," 
explains Shepherd. She points out 
that students “hang out" in the 
Electronic Schoolhouse, a gathering 
place for the different schools, 
From there, she adds, "the 
possibilities‘are endless; a little bit 
of imagination and hey... 

For example, Shepherd's students 
are charter members of Scrapbook, 
a creative writing project where 
other schools can read works by her 
students on the computer and make 
comments on them. Math teachers 
can put word problems on the 
bulletin board for students in other 
states to solve, Shepherd's Spanish 
students live chat with Hispanic 
adults in their native language while 
her French class is connected to one 
in Salt Lake City and one in France. 
Lesson plans drawn up by NASA 
are also on line; one day the school's 
science teachers will hook up to 
them and use them in class, predicts 
Shepherd. 

In the electronic Conferencing 
Area, students from up to 46 
schools can meet via the computer 
and ask questions about different 
parts of the country. Shepherd's 
eighth graders, for instance, have 
already learned alot about President 
Clinton's Inaugural and life in 
Washington D.C, Shepherd says the 
information will help prepare the 
students for their eighth grade field 
trip to Washington in the spring. 

One day the students were 
surprised when a nuclear scientist 
from Texas came into the chat room 
and spoke to them electronically. 

"It was almost like having a guest 
speaker on nuclear energy. 
Unfortunately, our eighth graders 
hadn't reached that chapter in their 
textbooks yet," said Shepherd, 

Perhaps the most popular activity 
for the students in all the grades is 
the chance to correspond with pen

languages. Shepherd has trained 
seven or eight students to use the 
computers to help keep track of the 
correspondence. These students 

mect with Shepherd on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays during the school's 
activity time. 

Students wishing to correspond 
with a pen pal may pick up a 
standardized form from Shepherd's 
room and fill out the required 
information, including the message 
to be sent. The trained students 
enter the messages on the computer 
and remove the answers, which 
come through on the printer. 
Shepherd then folds each letter in 
half and tapes it to the 
Telecommunications Post Office 
located on her back wall. Each day 
students float into her room, says 


Hello, America 


Shepherd, to check if they have any 
mail, Shepherd has a database for 
pen pal matches and one for the 
addresses of contact schools, Each 
database is updated on a weekly 
basis by the students in the 
Telecommunications Club, 

Shepherd explains the students are 
actually learning while having fun. 

"This idea of using electronic 
mail--isn't that what big businesses 
are doing today? You send it 
electronically from one terminal to 
another? What's exciting is they're 
learning this in middle school." said 
Shepherd. 

Tikonoff concurs. "It makes 
learning very real for the kids," he 
says. 

When asked how she feels as their 
teacher, Shepherd is quick to reply, 
“That I'm-doing my job." She goes 
on to add that she is providing some 
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enjoyment and incentive, especially 
for at risk youngsters, to come to 
school each day. 


Right now, the North Intermediate 
is the only school in the district with | 
amodem, Part of the reason for that 
is money, part is that Shepherd is 
the only teacher familiar with the 
system. However, both Tikonoff 
and Shepherd hope the situation will 
change once the money crunch eases 
up and all schools can afford (or 
will receive grants) for the $400 
set-up cost and the $24 monthly fee 
for 10 hours of on-line time. 
Shepherd is planning to conduct 
workshops in the system for other 
teachers during in-service days next, 
year. 

Sums up Shepherd, "This is very 
rewarding. I only hope it will be ia 
our future in years to come."

Where do the fish go in winter ? 


by Bill Conlon 

Where do the fish go in, winter? 

Somewhere, in the gloomy nether 
world under the ice, there are fish. 
I'm certain of it. People catch them 
from time to time -- big ones, too! 

But where are they now, and why 
do I always seem to pick the wrong 
spot? Or am I just jinxed? 

I've drawn up the theory that fish 
move under the ice, both daily and 
on a longer basis. A summertime 
hotspot may, or may not, hold fish 
in winter, on any given day. 

There may be plenty of fish under 
a certain spot on the ice one day, 
and then nothing for days to come. 

Where do they go and when? And 
why do I always pick the spots they 
just vacated? 

Two Sundays ago, I got skunked 
on Lake Mascuppic, in the first of 
two ice derbies by the Merrimack 
Valley Bassmasters. Three flags all 
day, with nothing to show for any 
of them, and I was fishing in one of 
my hottest summertime bass spots. 
1 felt sorry for the bait I drowned 
that day. 

But Eddie Silva from Wilmington 
said they were hopping all day on 
the opposite shoreline. Nothing big, 
but lots of action. Sounded good. 

So, this past Sunday at the Greater 
LowWell Fly Fishers event, I fished 
that shoreline instead, Why not? I 
had oodles of bait left over from 
the previous week, and I wanted at 
least an amusing day of fishing. 

(Not that taking $300 for a first- 
place fish would hurt, mind you...) 

Instead, I got skunked again. Two 
early flags, then nada. Zip. The 
guy next to me landed a winner, but 
it was the only fish he took. 

I had won a tournament a couple 
of years ago fishing the very same 
spot I was in that morning, but not 
that day. Why? What had changed? 

Halfway through the day I picked 
up and moved to another "hotspot" 
for summertime bass, but no dice. 
A litle pickerel was my sole glory 
after six hours on the ice, 


Why? Where do they go? Why is 
one spot hot one day then cold the 
next? Any time you hook a bass, it 
screams line off the reel, so you can 
be certain they move. But why and 
where do they migrate from day to 
day, and even hour.to hour? It isn't 
uncommon to have a hot moming 
and a dull afternoon. 

Of course, I knew even before the 
sun came up that my day would be a 
disaster, Somehow I managed to 
break my trusty old Thermos in the 
pre-dawn darkness, and hot coffee 
would have helped ease the tedium 
of a cold, boring, snowy day. 

Luckily, Bob and John Mercier 
of Wilmington came to fish nearby, 
with their camp stove and supplies 
on their "ice furniture." They were 
kind enough to provide this scribe 
with hot coffee, even though they 
made the mistake setting up next to 
me. Remember, I'm hexed. Hope 
you guys had improved luck at the 
Superbowl poker game that night! 


Oh well, maybe this weekend, My 
spies indicate they're hauling in big 
ones from a spot I've never fished 
on Mascuppic, so maybe I'll try that 
untested location this Sunday, Or a 
cursing of Ames Pond, perhaps ... 

Then again, no matter what spot I 
fish, I feel sorry for the poor guys 
that get jinxed-by-association when 
I show up.

ile life-threatening 
diseases such as 
AIDS or Cancer are 


at the forefront of people’s 
minds when it comes to national 
health issues, another series of 
diseases quietly affects millions. 

Muscular Dystrophy (MD) is 
the term used collectively to 
identify 48 different neuromus- 
cular diseases that chooses its 
victims at random. No one is 
immune and there is no method 
of prevention for the diseases, 
some of which are sometimes 
fatal. 

The chubby, healthy glow of a 
newborn baby is no match for 
Duchenne's disease, which 
babies are born with everyday. 
And even grandpa, who walks 
the beach every morning for 
some fresh air, can’t prevent the 
onset of Lou Gehrig’s disease. 
Both diseases fall under the 
wings of MD. 

Generally described as 
“weakness of the muscles,” MD 
doesn't discriminate from the 
newborn baby to the elderly folk 
and everyone in between.

Stacey has the ability to partici- 
pate in gym class. 

“People are not educated (on 
MD issues),” Bullen said. “I just 
think people are afraid. You 
have to make yourself known. 
Some educators are from back 
when these kids we’re separat- 
ed.” 

Bullen said she is alone when 
it comes to fighting for the 
rights of MD students. However, 
she understands if other parents 
of children with MD choose not 
to get involved. 

“I'm pretty much doing it 
myself,” Bullen said. “There’s 
really nobody else to do it with 
you. You see, first you have to 
accept it, then the anger period 
sets in,” referring to when par- 
ents first learn that their child 
has a form of MD, “You learn to 
deal with it, maybe some people 
haven’t reached that yet.” 

The Americans with 
Disabilities Act, passed last 
year, will mandate handicap 
accessibility of all public places 
starting in two years. But the 
one thing Bullen will never do is 
let up or become satisfied. Her 
latest goal is to have a totally 
accessible playground, one 
where kids like Stacey can enjoy 
themselves by being able to use 
the equipment. 


She has spoken to the Woburn 
selectmen and school committee 
about the possibility of convert- 
ing school grounds into a play- 
ground, should one of the 
schools close in the scheduled 
redistricting. That prospect is a 
long way off because of funding 
questions, but Bullen says she 
will continue to fight. 

Yet another goal of Bullen’s 
is to have the city of Woburn 
provide a handicap accessible 
school bus. Presently, she drives 
Stacey to school every day. 


Stacey’s teacher this year has 
been great, according to Bullen, 
but in general, she says teachers 
and principals ae be 
required to participate in class- 
es to learn more about MD and 
how to communicate with those 
afflicted with the disease. 


“It’s okay to ask questions 
and parents are the best 
resource,” Bullen said,

Barnum of exploitation flicks 
who took his road shows from 
town to town with truckloads of 
gimmicks. Castle actually trav- 
elled with nurses to help the 
audience recover from his 
"shocking" movies, He even 
booby-trapped seats with 
buzzers for "The Tingler," so 
viewers were literally jumping 
in their chairs. 

A swaggering cigar-chomping 
Goodman is blustery and kind- 
“hearted as the showman. | 
Travelling one step ahead of the 
bill collectors with his cynical B- 
‘actress girlfriend (Cathy 
Moriarty), Woolsey loves the 
game. We can't help but be 
infected by this middle-aged 
‘man who sees a stuffed alligator 
vat a dusty gas station and 
‘immediately comes up with 
‘movie titles that have cheapo 
plots built right into them, like 
"Gal Gator." 

Woolsey blows into Key West 
rthe same weekend the Bay of 
sPigs crisis has everyone in the

cereal. Woolsey figures he can 
pack the local cinema with 
panicked patrons who will buy 
into "Mant!" the story of a 
mutant atomic man-ant told 
with Rumble-Rama and Atomo- 
Vision. Woolsey befriends navy 
brat Gene (Simon Fenton) who 
knows and loves Woolsey's films. 
Woolsey and Gene are on the 
same wave-length. They love the 
make-believe terror of rubber 
suits and silly stories. But Dante 
and screenwriter Charlie Haas 
didn't stick with the budding 
friendship between what are 
basically two kids with a mutual 
affection. Gene's friends, an 
assortment of sweet cliches, 
entangle the plot with unneces- 
Sary earnestness. _ 

The characters may be as 
much a part of the early 1960s 
as the silly movies they flocked 
to on the weekends, but they bog 
down the film with heavy-hand- 
ed plot tangents. Gene, always 
on the move from base to base, 
sees a similar outcast soul in 
Sandra, a hippie rebel. Sherry is 
a princess swathed in pink who 
casts a randy eye at Stan. But 
Stan is seared away from Sherry 
by her ex-boyfriend, a leather- 
clad delinquent who spouts poet- 
ry as the movie's rebel without 
a clue. 


These characters are all on 
the cutesy side and the story 
becomes too involved with their 
shenanigans. More interesting 
are the parallels between the 
Bay of Pigs scare and the 
nation's growing atomic fears 
which manifest in Woolsey's out- 
rageously silly ant movie. Better 
still are the characters Woolsey 
drags along with him. Moriarty 
is fab as his cynical, heavily- 
peroxided girlfriend who plays a 
nurse in the theater's lobby, 
making patrons sign releas*
